ject to heat ex haustio n o r heat 
stro ke if care is no t o bserv ed. 
Heat ex haustio n fo llo ws deple­ 
tio n o f salt and water due to 
ex cess sweating . In heat stro ke, 
the bo dy o v erheats due to lack 
o f sweating . 


The old idea that w ater should 
be withheld from athletes during 
workouts has 
long since been 
disp roved. In fact, it’s necessary 
to rep lace w ater last 
through 
sweating to p revent heat ex haus­ 
tion. This is best done by occa­ 
sional drinks of small amount of 
water, p erhap s half a glass. 
Salt needs to be rep laced daily , 
p articularly during the acclim ati­ 
zation p eriod. Ex tra salting of 
food within the bounds of taste 
will accomp lish this. Salt tablets, 
p articularly on an emp ty stomach, 
can be irritating and m ay be p oor­ 
ly absorbed. Adding one teasp oon 
of salt to six quarts of w ater used 
for drinking during hot-weather 
wo rko uts offers another ap p roach 
Frequent rest perio ds during 
ho t weather wo rko uts are rec­ 
o mmended. Co aches are urg ed 
to watch play ers clo sely fo r 
sig ns o f letharg y , inattentio n, 
stupo r, awkwardness o r unusual 
fatig ue. Sy mpto ms o f water and 
salt depletio n may include head­ 
ache, nausea, hallucinatio ns and 
weak and rapid pulse. 
The AMA Committee, comp osed 
of p hy sicians with p articular in­ 
terest in sp orts medicine, offers 
som e p oints to help coaches p re­ 
vent heat ex haustion and heat 
stroke in their y oung p lay ers: 
1. Require 
a careful 
medical 
kistory and checkup p rior to be­ 
ginning of p ractice. 
2. 
Schedule 
workouts 
during 
cooler morning and early evening 
hours in hot weather. 
3. Acclimatize athletes to hot 
w eather by carefully graduated 
p ractice schedules. 
4 . Pro v ide rest perio ds o f 15 
to 30 minutes during wo rko uts 
o f an ho ur o r 
mo re 
in 
ho t 
weather. 
5. Supply white clo thing (to 
reflect heat) 
which 
is 
lo o se 
and 
co mfo rtable 
(to 
permit 
heat escape) and permeable to 
mo isture (to allo w heat lo ss v ia 
sweat). 
6 . Furnish ex tra salt and water 
in recommended amounts. 
7. Watch athletes carefully for 
signs of trouble, p articularly the 
determ ined y oungster who m ay 
not rep ort discomfort. 
8 . Rem em ber that the tem p er­ 
ature and humidity , not the sun, 
are the im p ortant factors. Heat 
ex haustion and heat stroke can 
occur in the shade.

Know the best time to pick 
vegetables from your garden? 
When the sun’s energy is in the 
part you eat. so you get the most 
benefit from them. All under­ 
ground crops — carrots, beets, 
onions — should be picked in the 
early morning, as the sun’s ener­ 
gy goes from the foliage to the 
loots at night. Conversely, above­ 
ground crops — spinach, com, 
beans — should be picked in the 
late afternoon (energy's still in 
foliage). 
If you don’t have time to fin­ 
ish your painting job — or to 
clean the brushes after you’re 
done — store paintbrushes over­ 
night in an airtight 
package. 
Wrap wet brush in aluminum foil, 
folding it over the bristles ami 
lapping it securely around the 
shank of the brush. 
These hot summer days, Don’t 
overdress babies. Even though 
you wish to protect babies’ ten­ 
der skin, keep weight of clothing 
to a minimum. Nothing is more 
unhappy and more subject to chill 
than a perspiring baby. 
Gauze diapers are especially 
cool and absorbent. Top baby with 
a mercerized cotton shirt and he’s 
all set.
